To see if the town will vote to dispense with the services of a liquor 
agent the ensuing year. 


8th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to repair the 
highway leading from Harrison Leslie’s, through Cornish City, to Henry F. 
Bartlett’s house, and appoint an agent to expend the same. 

gth. Tosee whatsum of money the town will vote to raise to be applied for the 
general improvement of the several cemeteries in town, and appoint an agent or 
agents to expend the same, or take any action deemed expedient in regard to 
said cemeteries. 

1oth. To hear the report of the committee appointed at the town meeting 
held in town last November to investigate in regard to a better arrangement of 
the school system of the town, and take any action thought proper in regard to 
the arrangement of the present school system of the town. 

11th. To hear the reports of officers, agents, auditors, or committees hereto- 
fore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto.

TOWN SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS.

[ submit the following as my report of the summer schools’ for the past year 


Thirteen schools were in session, five of which were in the care of teachers 
who were in our schools last year. 

We are to bear in mind what has often been asserted, that our best schools 
are found where three elements combine, viz: right home influence, studious, 
well disposed scholars, and earnest, intelligent teaching. We all agtee, I pre- 
sume, that the condition first named, is first also in importance. In one or two 

-of our schools, teachers of good ability were seriously hindered in their work 
by reason of indifference, of something worse than that, in the home, 

We are glad to note some improvements in appliances, particularly the new 
school-house in District No. 8, and the set of outline maps in No. 6. 

The Fish-Robinson series of Arithmetics has, during the year, been intro 
duced in place of Greenleaf’s, 

Among the schools where good progtess and harmony were noticeable, | 
mention Nos, 2, 7,9, 10,and 16. In regard to excellence in speciai branches 
taught, the reading (Primer class) in No. 1, grammar in No. 2, geography in 
No. 5, and arithmetic (class beginning numbers) in No. 16, were very good. 

I found among a good many scholars an ambition te get on in the text-book, 
rather than a wish to know well the subjects passed over. We have classes in 
the Fifth Reader, for instance, who are there because they have “gone through”’ 
the other books of the series, 

[ think a set of supplementary readers, like Swinton’s, added to the regular 
text-kooks, would serve a good purpose. Classes would then have a greater 

variety of suitable reading matter, without being obliged to either study what is 
already familar, or to stumble along in a beok too advanced for them. 

So in geography. A good many of those who are trying to master the 
“School Geography”’ are not yet equal to-it. I suggest that, after finishing the 
smaller book, scholars take up some easy work on United States or English 
History for a few terms. 

At the meeting of our State Teachers’ Association, last October, the matter 
of reviving the County Institutes’? was discussed, and it was hoped that the 
State will put this help and stimulous within reach of our teachers. In any 
case, I hope our districts will encourage their teachers to attend the State meet- 
ing next year. If a day or two of schooling should be lost by the means, I am 
sure this loss would be more than met by the increased enthusiasm and useful- 
ness of the teacher. 

I wish to teturn thanks to teachers, scholars, and parents, for their uniform 
kindness and courtesy. :

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Your committee would present the following as his report of the fall and 
winter schools, taught in town during the past year, with Roll of Honor and 
Statistical Table for the school year appended. 

District No. 1—Below the Bridge. Winter term taught by Miss Julia A. 
Hickson. Miss H, is a yood scholar and her method of instruction showed a 
good degree of improveinent. The recitations were good. A little more quiet- 
ness would have added much to the appearance of the school, 


Dist. No. 2—Above the Bridge. Winter term taught by Miss Ada Williams. 
This school ranks among the best in discipline and scholarship. ‘Teacher and 
scholars seemed to work with*a determination to'succeed. 


Dist. No. 3—Stephen A. Tracy’s. Winter term, Miss Bessie Johnson, teach- 
er. ‘The school appeared well‘at my first visit. There was some lack of ‘inter- 
est with a few towards the latter part of the term, but there was a private 
school of three or four weeks additional. 


Dist. No. 4—Dingleton. Fall, taught by Miss Charlotte M. Lewis. This 
school enjoyed the services of an experienced teacher, and the parents were 
yratifed to know that great pains were taken to help the younger, as well as 
the older, scholars. It was a good school. 

Dist. No. 5—Johnsons. Fall, taught by Miss Alice O. Fairbanks. This 
teacher came to her school with high aims of success. Here I found some fine 
map drawings, by the geography classes, that showed much skill and accuracy 
by the pupils. I think the school made a fair amount of improvement. 


Dist. No. 6—Flat. Fall and winter, taught by Miss Hattie S. Davis. Miss 
1). worked hard for the advancement.of the school. ‘The explanations in arith- 
metic were good and well understood. The geography and grammar classes had 
vood recitations. Here was an inclination on the part of some of the larger 
scholars to do evil, much of which is attributed to outside influences. It ‘is 
hoped that the citizens will a// take an inierest in the welfare of their school. 


Dist. No. 7—Center. Fall, taught by Miss Emma D. Morgan, This was 
one of the most quiet and best regulated schools in tewn. All seem to work 
together for the best results: The scholars always seem glad to meet their 
teacher, who was their example. The closing examination was such as to mer- 
it praise. 

Dist. No. 8—Goward. Fall, taught by Miss. Lizzie A. Weld. The citizens 
of this district have rebuilt their school-house which is now one of the best in 
town. Miss Weld entered the school-house before its completion and worked ° 
under some disadvantage. ‘The order was good and the examination showed 
that the school was worthy of the new house.’ The winter term was taught by 
Wm. E. Bartlett. his was Mr. B’s first attempt at teaching, which seemed a 
little up hill at first, but, by kindness and earnest effort, he soon won the respect 
of all his pupils. There was a good’ degree of interest among tbe larger schol- 
ars which was very creditable. Here was the best class in book-keeping in 
town. A little experience will place Mr. B. among the best of teachers. 


Dist. No. g—Town House. Winter, taught by Lizzie A. Weld. This schao: 
received several scholars from adjoining districts and a good beginning was 
made. At the end of four weeks Miss W. was obliged to resign on account of 
sickness. The committe secured .the services of Miss Alice O. Fairbanks for 
one week, who was then succeeded by Miss Carrie M. Deming. ‘The writing 
and map drawing was extremely good, and the genera] appearance was such as 
we would be glad to see in every school. 


Dist. No. 1o—Edminster. Winter, taught by Miss Jennie L. Jackson. The 
number of terms taught here by this teacher is a proof of the highest success. 
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Dist. No. 14—City,  Fali, taught by Miss Hattie Child. ‘This was one of 
the largest schools in town. ‘lhe teacher seemed to work hard, but the scholasr 
took advantage of a little too much freedom to result in the best satisfaction. 


Dist. No. 13—Lyman Fitch’s.. Winter, taught by Herbert Deming. 


Dist. No. 15—Conlin’s. Fall, taught by Katie Conlin. In an old school- 
house, with only two scholars that could hardly find shelter from a shower, I 
found Miss Conlin giving her first instructions. The scholars said they were 
trving to learn. [ was not informed of the close of school, but think it was 
satisfactory, ; 


Dist. No. 16—Texas. Fall, taught by Miss V.S. Marsh. ‘his teacher gave 
her whole time to her pupils. Her energy and industry, which she has a facul- 
ty to impart, was well shown by her pupils. The school was a grand success. 


The general condition of our school-houses is good with one exception, No. 
15. Nearly all are supplied with one or more maps, and we have nearly a 
uniformity of text books which has been so much needed. Now we have these 
means, committees, as well as teachers, scholars, and parents, should help to 
keep the standard high, and work with diligent and persevering effort to gain it, 
whether we do or not we shall reach a point far in advace of where we started. 


I desire to express my sincere thanks to teachers, scholars, and citizens, for 
their kindness and favors shown to me at all times.
